The federal statute under which] 
prosecution was considered, the Jus- 1 
tice Department said, was that in- 
volving the deprivation of citizens* 
rights, privileges or immunities pro- 
tected by the Constitution. 

If Helms had been prosecuted and 
convicted, he could have faced a fine 
of not more than $1,000, a year in 
prison or both. 

The Justice Department said that 
William B. Cummings, the U.S. 
attorney for Virginia’s Eastern Dis- 
trict, concurred in the recommenda- 
tion not to prosecute.
